gu ards, w hipped the rioters. 
T h e men 
w e re ta k e n from their cells Individ 
ually a n d flogged with c ane s until 
they cried for mercy. 
The rioting 
had conti nued nearly 
all night. 
T h e men heat 
on 
thei 
bars, b ro k e furniture, set fire to bed 
clo thin g an d 
m a t tr e s s e s and 
th rew 
b u rn i n g b ra n d s from thei r w in dow s in 
an effort to set fire to the building 
T h e 
o u tb r e a k 
was 
in 
pro te st by 
p riso n e rs ag ain s t c urta ilm ent of via 
b in g da ys from two to one. 
T h e u p r o a r could be 
he ard 
five 
blocks a w a y from Hie jail, a tt ra c t in g 
larg e crowds. 
After the riot had been in p ro g re ss 
th ree hours , g u a rd s quieted all pris 
oners except thos e on the fourth tier 
who w ere h a rde ned c rim inals aw ait 
ing tr a n s f e r to Joliet pe nitentia ry. 
Fin ally C apta in Westbrook w a s sent 
for. 
A r riv in g at the prison 
W e s t­ 
brook e n ter e d the tiers with half 
dozen guards. 
“Come on, you big hum, we will eat 
you alive,” one of the prisoners yelled 
a t W est bro ok. 
The jailer opened the 
cell door and fought it out with the 
rioter. 
T h e pri soner had obtained 
long iron bludgeon from bre a k in g up 
his bed. 
W e stbroo k carr ied a b la c k ­ 
jack. 
W h en W estbroo k emerged from the 
cell, 
his 
b la c k j a c k was 
broke n I in 
th ree 
p lac e s an d 
the pri soner 
was 
unconscious. 
One by one the others were whipped 
and the rioting gradually died down 
and soon only the g roans and m oa ns 
of the be ate n men could he heard. 
“ I heat these men and I w a n t the 
public to know it,” W estbrook said. 
“ I did it not only to gain discipline, 
h ut to p re v e n t them from firing the 
jail and de stroying public proper ty. 
My action w as the only re c ourse 
ha d.” 
F o u r riots of less severity occurred 
last week. 
W e stbrook said w a rn in g s had failed 
to gain discipline. 
Above th ese a r e the q u a r t e r s w h e re 
women p r iso n e rs are kept. 
In this 
w ere th re e women in m ate s sentenced 
for violation of a strike inju nction 
th ree y e a rs ago with children in their 
a rm s , a n d a fourth about to become 
a mot her. 
T he women a nd children 
w ere te rro rize d an d hysterical d u rin g 
th e rioting and ass u ra n c es of physi­ 
cians failed to quiet them. 
They suf­ 
fered 
sever e nerv ous shocks. 
Gov­ 
e r n o r Len Small when notified of the 
condition of the women issued an i m ­ 
med iate pa rd o n and they were r e l e a s ­ 
ed today.

BANKS AND LIBERTA BONOS 


A n a r t i c l e recently published in the Now York World at 
tempts to hold private hanking interests responsible for the de­ 
preciation of Liberty Bonds, following the raising of interest rates 
on commercial loans by the Federal R eserv e Board, and says that 
the usurious rates were automatically responsible for the demoral­ 
ization of the bonds and the “dishonoring of the Government 
credit/' 
The World is considered the leader of the Democratic 
press and was an unfailing supporter of the recent Democratic 
administration. 
When the McAdoo administration of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, with the full approval of President Wilson, undertook to 
float the Liberty Bonds, the assurance was given that the bonds 
wore as good as currency and the safest kind of an investment. 
Having made this assertion, and having induced people to buy 
the bonds on that assurance, it was the duty of the Treasury 
Department and of the entire Wilson administration to make every 
effort in its power to keep its assurance good. At least, it should 
have taken no step that would tend to make the assurance fail. 
The Treasury Department urged the people to “subscribe until 
it hurts," and the banks were encouraged to make special terms 
to encourage people to subscribe beyond their means. 
Later the 
banks were instructed to call a large part of th dir loans on Liberty 
Bond security, and this they did. The result was, of course, many 
Liberty Bonds were sold at the prevailing low prices. 
The people were asked to “subscribe until it hurt;" they did 
subscribe and got hurt. The Wilson-McAdoo administration made 
no effort to keep the bonds good—its policies depreciated the bonds 
in the market. So far as the nation was dishonored in its Liberty 
Bond transactions, the responsibility rests squarely on the should­ 
ers of the Wilson-McAdoo management.

AN UN-AMERICAN WITNENH 


T h e U . S. S h ip p in g B o a r d is investigating the adequacy of 
shipping facilities under the American flag at the various ports. 
Geo. G. Omerley, of the Philadelphia Commercial Exchange, in 
his testimony before the Board, gave an exhibition of the atti­ 
tude of mind which friends of an American merchant marine 
must combat. 
He said he was in favor of a preponderance of 
foreign flag ships to compete with American flag ships. “I think 
that 30 per cent of the freight carrying traffic is enough for us. 
I would be satisfied to see 70 per cent of our commerce in foreign 
flag vessels," he is quoted as saying. 
Perhaps this un-American business man would be better sat­ 
isfied to see the return of pre-war conditions with regard to the 
American merchant marine, when our vessels carried about t 
per cent of our foreign trade; and he would probably deem it an 
ideal situation if foreign vessels controlled the entire business. 
But the upstanding American who realizes what it would mean 
in these days of merciless competition if we were again made the 
victim of foreign freight carriers will hardly agree with the gen­ 
tleman from Pennsylvania.

REFERENDUM FOR MINNESOTA FARMERS 


T h e M in n e s o t a F arm B u r e a u F e d e r a t io n has launched a 
state-wide referendum to obtain the consensus of opinion of farm­ 
ers of the state on the bill recently introduced in Congress to 
amend the new Federal act regulating packers and stockyards. 
The call of this referendum was issued on Thursday last by the 
officials of the Federation at St. Paul, and all presidents, secre­ 
taries and state directors of all county farm bureaus are urged 
to obtain the views of their members and other farmers on this 
proposed legislation. 
The object of the proposed amendment is to prevent the aboli­ 
tion of public weighing of livestock at the South St. Paul market 
under the supervision of the State Warehouse and Railroad Com­ 
mission. The Federal act supersedes ali state regulation. 
Weighing of livestock has been done by the Commission un­ 
der the state law, and commission companies have been bonded 
to protect the shippers*. 
An amendment to the Federal law now 
has been introduced in Congress to guarantee the continuance of 
this supervision by the state government, and hearings on the 
matter have been scheduled.
